brought by Mr. Simon of Philadeipbia, who 
qvas therein an American w-fel at that time. 

ONDAY the 7¢h Joly, at 11 o'clock ia 
; the morning, arrived at Fort Dauphin a 
bpanith Friar efcorved by fix guides coming from 

Laxabon (2 {mall borough at four miles diftance 

from Fort Douphin): feveral perfons enquired 

what news he brought; he anfwered none, and taid 
all was very fafe. About an hourafter Jcan Fran- 
cois (general of the banditti, who has always been 
upon good terms with the Spaniards) and Benja- 
min, bis firflt Captain, entered the city with 5 or 

6oo negroes, and so mounted on horie back, in 

shat number there were about 400 armed with 

guns, the others had only fwords aad cudpels. 

When they arrived wpon the market, Jean Fran- 

cois ordered to kill without diflinttion ali the 

French white people. No fooner was the order 

given, when the banditti feparated in all the 

ftreets of the city, but the greatch part aflembled 
wpon the fea fide where a great number of white 
people had met togethor withoot arms to get on 
board the veffels that were in the biy; but in 
vain, they were all maflacreed without mercy ;
